The  only  conference  game  won  during  the  entire  year  was  the 
Beloit  game.

Probably  the  most  thrilling  game  of  the  year  was  Lawrence's  home 
stand  against  Marquette.

The  next  Saturday  Norm  Clapp  and  Bob  Shannon  were  entered  in  the  Midwest  Meet  by 
Coach  Clippinger.  By  easily  beating  Coe  in  the  first  round  and  then  walloping  Cornell  in  the 
second,  Lawrence  gained  a  right  to  the  finals.  Carleton,  however,  was  able  to  beat  Clapp  and 
Shannon  3-6,  2-6,  for  the  championship. 

Lawrence  closed  a  successful  season  at  the  Big  Four  tournament  held  at  Carroll.  Shannon 
and  Clapp  each  advanced  to  the  finals,  Shannon  defeating  Clapp  for  the  championship.
